They were brought 
to town and lodged in jail, and will have 
a hearing as soon as the witnesses can be 
obtained from tho neighboorhood where 
the meetings have been disturbed. 


The pe9ple who have been annoyed by 


these, roughs have done what U right to 
have fhem arrested, aud w« hope that!: 
they arc guilty, that they will be punUhee 
to the full extentof thu law. Young men 
or anybody, else, wh(o will disturb neligi 
ous meetings, are unlit to live in civilizet 
communities, and they should be taugh 
to respect the rights and feelings of those' 
who desire to engage in religious worship. 
There is no law in this country to compel 
people to attend places of worship; but 
there is n law which requires them to 
conduit thenisehes properly il they do 
attend.

tion; stocks, bonds and securities which 
were otico valued at millions, are turned 
into worthless bits of paper; and divi- 
dends vanish like a morning mist.

ring the year 1877 there were 8.872 
mercantile failures in the country, in- 
volving liabilities of $190,669,000, and 
during the four years from 1874 to 1877 
inclusive, there were 31,534 failures 
with aggregate liabilities of $738,085, 
000. 


In the presence of the mercantile 


disasters indicated by these figures, far- 
mers may read the superiority of their 
vocation. 
They are not bound to take 


the hazards which every merchant and 
manufacturer must 
face. 
They can 


keep out of debt if they want to—and 
even when they incur a debt, they are 
not compelled to pay on a given day on 
pain of being sold out. When times 
are prosperous, they share the prosper- 
ity in good prices for their crops; when 
times are adverse, they can, at least, 
make a living—which is more than one 
out of ten merchants and manufacturer 
of the country can say at this time. 
They are never thrown out of employ- 
ment; .they are never forced to close up 
their farm, like a blast-furnace, because 
it docs riot yield them a living; they are 
never compelled to accumulate one crop 
after another because there is no salefoi 
them. 
They know nothing of these 


harassing incidents of mercantile exper- 
ience. 
The farmer may be compelled 


t<> retrench at times, but he does noi 
impair iiis credit nor degrade his social 
position thereby. 
His farm may be 


made to increase in value with every 
crop taken from it; his orchards grow 
and their fruit ripens while ho sleeps 
and if he only 'has the good sense to 
keep out of debt, and avoid cumberini 
himself with superfluous land that h 
cannot cultivate, he may bid defiance to 
tJre panics and monetary disturbances 
diat bring wreck and rain to the cities 
Mid towns.—«SV.

TVinnepegr."

woman will he cleared of course, as any- 
body must be who is tried for marder in 
Chicago, according to the precedents, but 
we are axious to see what the court will 
"do it on.''—fil<tie 
Jteffister.

USEFUL INFORMATION. 


An examination of the ordinary cin 


namon and pepper used for culinar 
purposes recently made by the Berlin 
police authorities, has revealed the fact 
that cinnamon is largely adulterated with 
iron, ocher, Indian meal, mixed with the 
poorest bark, which has already been 
employed for the extraction of oil of 
cassia. 
Pepper contained, bone-dust 


and even wood. The adulteration of 
pepper by means of palm seed meal is 
almost universal. 
\Ve venture to pre- 


dict that the labors of such a commis- 
sion in this country, for the discovery c>f 
adulterations in common articles of 
every day use. would not be utterly 
fruitless. 


Soluble glass, to which considerable 


attention is now being directed in scieiv 
tific circles, comprises the silicates of 
soda and potash, and differs from other 
silicates grouped under the general name 
of glass, in that it is soluble in water, 
hence it is sometimes called water glass 
and liquid quartz. 
A valuable applica- 


tion of this mateiial may be made in 
covering with it surfaces of plaster and 
limestone; a vitreous surface is thus 
produced, impervious to moisture and 
unaffected by atmospheric agents. Sol- 
uble glass is also used as a vehicle for 
universal color, arid in a kind of fresco 
painting known as stercehromy, which 
is intended to withstand exposure to the 
weather. The famous frescoes of Kaul- 
bauch, in the museum at Berlin, were 
done in this way. It is also coming to 
be employed for preparing paints for 
ordinary use, and there are factories ex- 
clusively devoted to the manufacture of 
this class of pigments.

ipinion are very fully stated in a speech 
made February 27, 18G8, referred to in 
<,he letter of Dr. Mann, and in the report 
i'n the funding bill, made by me from 
the (,'ommiltcu on Finance, December 
17, '67; my position was that while the 
legal tender act made United States 
notes a legal tender for debts, public 
and private, except for custom duties 
and interest on public dobt, yet we 
oould not honestly compel public cred- 
,t«rs to receive United States notes in 
payments of bonds until we made good 
the pledge of the public faith to pay 
notes in coin from the first issue of le- 
gal tenders, which I heartily supported 
and voted for. I have sought to make 
it good, to support, maintain and ad- 
vance its value, it wan an earnest effort 
to restore to the greenback the right 
lo be converted, on demand of the hold- 
t'r into 5 per cent bonds, and as soon as 
practicable into coin, that I made the 
speech referred to, [resisting alike the 
demands of those who irisned to ex- 
«lnd« United States notef, from the op- 
eration of funding, and a large (floss of 
persons who wished to cheapen, degrade 
.md ultimately repudiate them.

,uy official connection with legislation, 
.is to legal tenders, J have but one act 
to regret and to apologize for, and that 
,s my acquiescenco to the act of March 
!!, 1863, which, under pressure of the 
war and to promote the sale of bonds, 
took away from the holders of these 
notes the right to convert them into 
.ntercat-bcaring securities. 
This right 


'night properly have been suspended 
during the win, but if repeal was a fatal 
act, the source and cause of all financial 
I'virs we have suffered, and from which 
we cannot .recover until we rcstqre that 
right or redeem on demand our notes in 
coin, no discrimination should be made 
.(gainst the noteholder until we are 
ready to pay him in coin. He should 
ho allowed at Ms option to convert his 
money into bonds at par until then.— 
<)nr notes arc depreciated by our wrong- 
ful act, and wo have no right to take 
.ulvantage of our own money by forcing 
upon bondholders notes we refuse to 
receive. This is the precise principle 
embodied in the act to strengthen the 
public credit, approved March 18,1869. 
This act is settled law, and he would 
ii'suinc a great responsibility who would 
•-oek to evade its terms, weaken its au- 
thority orthnngo its provisions.

(.hat time. It cannot be revoked with- 
out public disTionor.

the -writer for calling my attention to this 
matter. I am always thankful for any 
information that will enable me to re- 
move any cause of complaint against our 
schools. Parents may rest assured lhat 
every criticism upon either the course of 
study, the rules and regulations govern- 
ing the schools, or theHeachcrs employed 
in them, -will receive carelul und candid 
consideration. But 1 don't know what to 
do in this case or in others like it. TUB 
teacher in charge of the room was one of 
the most faithful and conscientious in 
the city. She remained at her jiost sev- 
eral days when she should have been in 
bed. Finallj, she had to give up, and 
the school was closed for a short tiuio.— 
How shall her place be filled, and the 
school continue in session? The ready 
answer with miuiy would be— put anoth- 
er 
teacher in the school. H is just 


this thing that is extremely hard to do 
successfully: experienced leuchcrs are 
nearly all employed during term time.— 
It is easy to find those qualified so lar as 
scholastic attainments tire concerned.— 
There are always graduates of the High 
School who are ready l« take such posi- 
tions, but it is almost useless to put such 
persons into any ol our large and difficult 
schools, unless they have had considera- 
ble experience in the actual work of a 
school room. In fact, it U the opinion ol 
many that it is better foi the pupils that 
they should bo sent home than that thu 
school should be placed in charge of any- 
one not fully prepared to thoroughly gov- 
ern and instruct it. I have made tho ex- 
periment many times of putting inexpe- 
rienced persons in such positions, and 
must say that parents have not generally 
beenplea.scd, nor ihc pupils greatly ben- 
etitted. 


Iu some cities it, has bc.cn propocd that 


an extra teacher should be employed ut 
the beginning of the year to till all such 
temporary vacancies. There are two ob- 
jectioas- to such a course. The additional 
cost would bo considerable, and as it fre- 
quently happens that more than one 
teacher will be sick at the same time; the 
remedy would be only partially effective
